case of Cuba. General Jackson's po- 
sition was that Texas should not be 
recognized until the lapse of time or 
course of events proved its ability to 
maintain separate sovereignty. This 
was on the 21st of December, 1830. 
The Texas "Declaration of Inde- 
pendence' ' had only been issued the 
year before on December 20, 1835. 
The first step toward Texan inde- 
pendence was the organization cf the 
committees of safety in May. 1835, 
and there was no 'fighting for six 
months after. 


Almost immediately afterPresiclent 


Jackson's message Robert J. Walker, 
a prominent senator and later secre- 
tary of the treasury, introduced a 
resolution in the senate recognizing 
the independence of Texas, and it 
passed that branch on the 1st of 
March, before the term of General 
Jackson expired. 
The House im- 


mediately made an appropiration for 
a diplomatic agent to Texas, and the 
last official act of President Jacksun 
was the nomination of a 
charge 


d'affaires to the new republic of. 
Texas. This was virtual recognition, 
and a few days thereafter 
the ac- 


credited minister from Texas was 
officially receivedjit the White House. 
Thus in fourteen "months after Texas 
declared 
itself 
independent 
the 


United States recognized that inde- 
pendence. Mr. Mason said on this 
point: 
I would not wish to suggest that 


the learned lawyer who furnished the 
authorities for"this branch of the 
President's message was in the least 
disingenuous, but it is exceedingly 
unfortunate that the mere opinion of 
the executive should be cited as a' 
precedent when, as a matter of fact, 
the government of the United States, 
composed of the executive and legis- 
lative branches, did set a precdedent 
in absolute conflict,with 'the opinion 
of President Jackson, cited in the 
message of yesterday. 


In other words, the message cited 


yesterday by the present executive 
from President Jackson was delivered 
on the 21st day of December, 1830, 
and in less than ten weeks after send- 
ing his opinion to congress he recog- 
nized the independence of the repub- 
lic of Texas by accrediting ministers 
to and receiving ministers from that 
republic. 


The fact is Andrew Jackson's acts 


very often marched faster than his 
words. That is what is wanted to- 
day. 
More action and less talk. 


Another interesting point, and a 


determining one, is the relative con- 
dition of Texas in 1836 and Cuba in 
1898 
as to their capacity to maintain 


in dependence. 
"When this govern- 


ment acknowledged the independence 
of Texas," said Mr. Mason, "there 
were in that republic but 30,000 An-

France during the revoltionary war. 
It is a precedent of great weight. 
Senator Mason stated the facts as fol- 
lows: 


In the, dark days'of our republic we 


had but one hope, and that was from 
France. We were without money and 
almost without friends 
In Trance 


the question was discussed whether 
to recognize our independence or not. 
"In 1777 Ijenjamin 1'ranklin was in- 
formed," T quote from Bancroft's his- 
tory of tho United States, page 244, 
volume 13, "that the king in council 
had determined not only to acknowl- 
edge tho United States, but to sup- 
port their cause, arid that in case 
England should declare war against 
France on account of this recognition 
(which they afterward did) he would 
not insist that the Americans should 
not make a separate peace, but only 
that they should maintain their in- 
dependence." 
~ General Washington wrote, to Ben- 
jamin Franklin'(I. quote from the life 
of Benjamin Franklin, by Parton, 
volume 2, page :i!)0), "We must have 
one of two things, peace, or money, 
from France." We were proposing by 
act. of congress to pay our debts, 
forty continental dollars for 81 of 
debts, the continental congress, the 
continental army and 
Washington 


himself discredited, surrounded by 
aliens and enemies in the field, and 
even worse enernie.s, the Tories and 
peaee-at-any-price men, in the col- 
onies, but France said: 
'•.! will not 


simply intervene and send my troops 
and ships to help you, but 
.1 will do 


more. 
I will acknowledge you before 


the world as a free and independent 
sovereign}'.'" 


In that hour of our extremity. 


when we asked for recognition of our 
independence, France not only loaned 
us money every year, but gave it as a 
free and generous present to assist us 
in our struggle. But gentlemen will 
say that recognition of our independ- 
ence by France was in violation of 
the cruel and musty rules of interna- 
tional law; that it was an exception, 
to the established rule. It may have 
been an exception to the old rule, but 
everyone of the 70,000,000 ^people in 
America ought to thank God for the 
exception. But gentlemen may say, 
and truly, perhaps,that France'hated 
England and loved us enough to take 
the chances of war in that declara- 
tion. I answer that the people of the 
United States in my humble opinion, 
since the murders in Cuba of the re 
concentrados and the 
murder 
in 


Havana harbor of American citizens, 
hate Spain and love Cuba enough to 
take our chance.—Pittsburg Post.

held 
their 
first 


meeting of this season last night, for 
the purpose of reorganization and 
getting everything in readiness for a 
determined tight in favor of a proper 
observance of the Sabbath day. 


Dr. Dennis presided, while \V. B. 


Anderson acted as secretary. 
The 


chairman reported that the churches, 
or some of the societies connected 
therewith, had scattered petition: 
for signatures, asking the legislature 
to let the present Sunday laws re- 
main as thev were. He did not know 
how many names had been added to 
the papers, but he did kuow that 
those who favored .Sunday ball had 
sent a petition with over three thous- 
and signatures attached, asking the 
legislature to so amend the existing j 
laws that Sunday ball may be legal- 
ized. 


Rev. Donaldson reported that some 


of the petitions favoring Sunday ob- 
servance had been returned to him, 
as per . arrangement, and on 
the 


papers returned were about three 
hundred names. Other papers out 
would probably increase the number 
to one thousand. The 
Law and 


Order league w.is requested to take 
charge of these papers and increase 
the number of signatures. 


Rev. 
Filler said this was the only 


county that elected officers to enforce 
the laws and then compelled citizens 
to hire some one to enforce thorn. 
"I do not believe," lie said, "that 
even the present legislature will in- 
terfere with the Sunday law.1 


S. O. Titus said the legislature 


could not afford to pass a law permit- 
ting Sunday ball. It 
would ruin 


their chances of re-election. As to 
Sunday ball, he thought there are 
other Violations of the Sunday laws 
in this city that are needing more at- 
tention just now, as we arc continu- 
ally confronted with the information 
that many other things are running 
loose, and yet we turn our whole at- 
tention to base ball, when it is possi- 
bly the least of the evils. 


Rev. Robjent could not understand 


why the petitions favoring Sunday 
ball had over three thousand signa- 
tures and those in favor of law and 
order so few. 


Rev. 
Tappan did not believe that 


the law-makers would pay any atten- 
tion to petitions. 
He thought the 


better way to reach them was through 
personal letter.". 


Dr. Dennis said personal letters 


had been written to the committee, 
and he thought the petition-favoring 
Sunday b;ill would be pigeon-holed. 


Rev. 
Acton thought the petition 


favoring Sunday ball did not contain 
the 
signatures of three thousand

SPAIN'S LAST HOPE. 


-France and Austria Trying to Induce 


European Powers to Cotna to the Aid 
of the Brutal Nation.

lomatic quarters it was learned that an 
exchange of notes had begun between 
the European capitals with a view to 
making strong representations on the 
Spanish-American situation. 


In the same connection an informal 


meeting of the ambassadors and min- 
isters in this city 
of the six great 


powers of Europe was held. 


Several of the foreign~establishments 


received cable advices from their gov- 
ernments as to the opening of the ex- 
change of notes. 


This had been anticipated in view of 


the prevailing sentiment in all tho for- 
eign quarters here that the action thus 
far taken In congress made war inev- 
itable. 


This common opinion had been of- 


ficially reported to the several Euro- 
pean capitals, and it was doubtless in- 
strumental in starting the active ex- 
change between the great powers. 


The same exchange occurred a week 


ago a* a preliminary to the joint note 
»f the great powers presented to Pres- 
ident McKinley mildly urging a peace- 
ful settlement with Spain. 


It is understood, however, that tin 


present movement is not of the same 
mild character as the former one. 


Appeal to Power*. 


Simultaneous with the opening of 


the exchange word came from Madrid 
that 
the 
Spanish 
government was 


about to issue another appeal to the 
great powers of Europe. 


It is understood that this appeal is 


an initiatory to the concerted action 
of the powers, and there is apparent 
agreement in advance thnt. the appeal 
will receive favorable consideration. 


It is said that Spain's appeal will re- 


cite her grievances against the United 
States, stating in detail the concessions 
eke has made, and pointing out that 
it was in response to the urgent rep-

Washington. April 15. — The storm 


center of the impending war was locat- 
ed in the national senate, where the 
resolutions reported by the foreign re- 
lations committee were under consid- 
eration. 


The most significant event of 


the day was an attempt to fix 
a vote, and the failure to do so 
on account of the desire of 
many senators to debate the 
resolution 
at 
considerable 


length. 


It is impossible now to say 


•when a vote will be taken, and 
the utmost the friends of the 
resolution hope Is to secure a 
vote by the end of the week. 


All day long conferences of senators 


were held looking to a possible agree- 
ment upon the form of resolution to he 
sent to the president. 


Great efforts weremade for the house 


resolution, which was known to be sat- 
isfactory to the president, and which 
was supported by the conservative sen- 
ators. 


It Is not believed that the house res- 


olutions can pass the senate,, and the 
prospects are that the committee reso- 
lution will have an amendment recog- 
nizing the republic of Cuba before It 
is passed, the friends of recognition 
claiming a clear rnajori^ for it. 


Homo Proposition Favored. 


The conservative senators believe the 


house proposition will win in confer- 
ence, the impression being that the 
house will refuse to yield, and in order 
to prevent further delay the friends of 
Cuba in t>e senate will accept the 
house proposition. 


When the senate adjourned Senator 


Davis, in charge of the resolution, re- 
peated his intention to ask the senate 
to sit continuously unless an agreement 
to fix a lime for a vote can be secured. 


"I see no other way of bringing the 


matter to an issue," he said. "I, of 
course, do not enjoy continuous ses- 


i sions any more than other senators, 
but I appreciate the importance of get- 


I ting the speeches off and of securing a 
J vote at the earliest possible hour."

matter. 


Spain Will Not Fight. 


London, April 15.—At the admiral- 


ty here it is suggested that the Spanish 
naval scheme will not be to pit a fleet 
againsi the American warships, but to 
scatter Spain's war vessels about the 
coasts and indulge in guerrilla warfare, 
swooping down .upon coast towns and 
retreating before they were overtaken. 
It is deemed certain that this will be 
Spain's policy if she abandons the hope 
of retaining Cuba and merely pursues 
a war of revenge. 


An Unlikely Story. 


Barcelona, Spain, April 15.—El Cor- 


reo Catalan publishes a telegram from 
Santiago de Cuba saying it is rumored 
there that Maximo Gomez and Callxto 
Garcia, leaders of the insurgents in the 
field, decided to submit on the basis of 
a. confirmation of autonomy, but that 
their submission was due to a decep- 
tion the chiefs experienced on learning 
of President McKinley's message.
